Some children lose their baby teeth too soon, and the dentist 
will prescribe a space maintainer. What is a space main- 
tainer? Why must space be maintained? 
When a tooth is lost, the space left behind can change. There J 
is a tendency for teeth in front of and behind the space to tip 
into it, and the space gets progressively smaller. If a per- 
manent tooth is forming in the jaw under the space, it may 
have insufficient room to fit into thejshrinking space— it can 
become "locked out". . 

A space maintainer is a mechanical device which saves this 
space. It braces the teeth s urroundin g the space against each 
other, and sometimes against distant teeth, to prevent them 
from moving. When the permanent tooth erupts into the 
space, the device is removed.
